America must decide whether she will become “one 
nation ... indivisible with liberty and justice for all" or 
whether she will become “two societies — one black, one 
white — separate and unequal.” 

That was the message that Chuck Stone, journalist, 
author and broadcaster, brought to over 400 guests at 
the 11th annual dinner of the Columbus Metropolitan 
Area Community Action Organization (CMACAO) last 
Saturday evening. 

A columnist with the Philadelphia Daily News, Mr. 
Stone declared that the country must choose between 
the ideal of unity in.a cultural melting pot espoused in 
the Pledge of Allegiance and the reality of racial disunity 
as uncovered by the 1968 Kerner Commission report on 
at disorders. 

r. Stone described the late 1970's the “Carter, 
Haley Burger Era”, indicating that these three men — 
President Jimmy Carter, “Roots” author Alex Haley, and 
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U.S. Supreme Court Chief Justice Warren Burger — form 
a political trinity which symbolizes America’s ability to 
achieve a harmonious democracy. 

Mr. Stone's address highlighted an evening of tribute 
to CMACAO, Franklin County's war-on-poverty unit. 
Among the many accolades that CMACAO received for 
its struggle to eliminate poverty and its causes were 
proclamations from the City of Columbus, Franklin 
County. Commissioners, the Ohio House of Represen- 
tatives and Governor Rhodes.

NAACP WINS JUDGMENT 
IN MOTION AGAINST HEW 


The NAACP Legal 
Defense and Education 
Fund issued the following 
statement commenting on 
an April 1 decision by U.S. 
District Judge John Pratt 
in ‘the case of Adams v.

It's About Time 


The U.S. Supreme ‘Cout has ruled 
at long last, that physical punish- 
ment, even severe beating, does not 
violate the Constitution, and that 
pupils who have been paddled have 
no recourse under the Eighth 
Amendment that bans “cruel and 
unusual punishment.” 


It was a majority decision by the 
conservative wing of the court, and 
while it offers some relief to the hor- 
des of public school principals and 
teachers who have labored virtually 
in handcuffs to maintain discipline in 
their classrooms, it certainly does not 
give license to some saddists who 
tend to go overboard in inflicting 
punishment bordering on brutality. 

The majority of the court watered 


down the impact of their decision by 
reminding that a severely beaten 
student still may have the right to sue 
a principal or teacher for a violation 
of state law. 

However, in Ohio, the law contains 
no prohibition against paddling, but 
both principals and teachers, 
especially in Cleveland, have been 
thoroughly briefed by school officials 
on the dangers inherent in applying 
physical force in classrooms except 
in the presence of witnesses and for 
disciplinary infractions of extreme 
nature. 

As was to be expected the National 
Parent-Teacher Association was 
horrified by the decision, while the 
American Federation of Teachers 
praised it. 


Energetic Gobbledygook 


President Jimmy Carter is not the— 
first, nor is he likely to be the last 
Chief Executive to warn the 
American people that our sources of 
energy are not inexhaustible, but the 
only one who has ever succeeded in 
moving the American people to get

James A. Stanley, president of the 
American Bar Association, put his 
finger on a truism that is so simple 
that most of us have given it little 
thought. 

In a message. prepared for Law 
Day, May 1, he pointed out that 
Americans should seek out new ways 
to get along with each other without 
relying on legislation or litigation to 
resolve all of their differences. 

“We are.” Mr. Stanley said, “suf- 
fering from an overzealous attempt, 
through legislation and regulation, 
systematically to define and catalog 
our rights. So expert are we 
becoming in asserting those rights, 
that I'll see you in court is becoming 
as familiar a phrase as ‘How do you 
do’." 

Calling on individuals to increase 
theif-capacities forgetting 
with ‘each other, Stanley said 
litigation “is not the end of 
democracy. Rather it should be a 
safety valve to release excessive 
pressures.” 

What a fine world this would be if 
the people would practice these 
ideals as enunciated by Mr. Stanley. 

All of our legislative bodies are 
jammed packed with all kinds of bills 
and ordinances all aimed at and 
designed to determine and regulate 


peoples relationships with each other. 


The more some of these bills are 
enacted into law, the further they 
seem to separate and divide the 
people in their relationships.

For you do play a 
part-in your child's diminishing in- 
terest in school. We find that your in- 
terest and participation in school 
also diminishes as your children get 
older, Since you are the first and best 
model your children have, YOU — 
play a vital role in the attitude your 
child has concerning school.” 

Parental concern for their children 
is a subject that should be discussed 
more widely and intensely. This con- 
cern should not stop at the school 
house either. 


The growing juvenile problems 
with the attendant increasing crime 
rate, indicates that parental concern 
is far from what it should be. The 
small membership of so many PTA’s 
in the inner city school districts is 
another indication of a lack of con- 
cern by parents. 


In the coming months, our public 
schools are going to have to bear the 
additional burden of court ordered 
integration. More than ever, parents 
are going to have to shoulder some 
of the burden of making integration 
in whatever form. it comes, work. 
Here -student, parent and teacher 
relationship are going to be more im- 
portant than ever before. More 
students are going to get their cues 
from their parents than from the 
teachers. This was certainly the ex- 
perience in Boston. 

Education at all levels was never in 


more peril than it is now. Therefore, if _ 


we are going to come out of this 
crisis with the kind of educational 
results we want, the bond between 
home and school must be as tight as 
we can make it.

A bill designed to make it easier to elect black 
judges to the Hamilton County Municipal Court, 
which was opposed -by one black Cincinnati judge, 
passed the Ohio Senate last week 19 to 13 and was 
sent to the House for consideration. 


\! 12 Republicans and one of the 21 Democrats: 
cm cosine the bill. One Democrat was absent, 
leaving the other 19 to carry the ball for Sub. S.B. 17, 
with strong interference by the Republican op- 
ponents, who argued that the measure constituted 


“statutory rape.” 
However, Sen. William Bowen, the black sponsor,

was aimed at restructuring the Municipal Court for 
the benefit of Democrats. He insisted that the 
legislation was to bring equity and fairness to 
Hamilton County.

In testifying against the bill before the Senate 
Judiciary Committee several weeks ago, Judge 
William McClain questioned the constitutionality of 
the measure. Bowen, however, charged that McClain 
was simply voicing the sentiments of the Hamilton 
County Republican machine and the Cincinnati Bar 
Association.

There's a little-known feature of the currant tax law 
that provides for federal cash payments to 
supplement the incomes of low-income wage-earners, 
but many don't take full advantage of it. 

The earned income credit provides for a special 
payment, or credit, of up to $400 for families whose 
earnings are below $8,000. The credit applies even to 
those whose income is so low they aren't required to 
file a tax return. That's why many of the families 
whose earnings are very low haven't filed for the 
credit. 

It's not automatic — the government won't mail out 
checks unless a return is filed and the credit claimed. 
And even if the April 15 tax deadline has passed, late 
returns can be filed and the credit applied for. 

Many families on welfare are eligible, and under the 
law, the credit must be disregarded in determining the 


—cash—grant—for_recipients of Aid to Dependent 


Children. A regular tax refund might affect ADC 
eligibility for one semi-monthly period, but the credit 
does not. 

If your income was under $8,000 last year and you 
haven't already filed for your earned income credit, do 
so now. Call the Internal Revenue Service office 
nearest you for information. 

The earned income credit is more than a welcome 
extra assistance to low income families. It establishes

That: principle is the use of the tax system to 
provide income maintenance assistance. By: providing 
for an earned income credit, the Congress has deter- 
mined a national responsibility to assist low income 
families through a direct cash payment, and has iden- 
tified the tax system as the most efficient means to do

This should be the first step toward a national in- 
come maintenance system based on a universal 
refundable credit income tax. Such a system would 
extend the earned income credit to all people, with 
the basic grant set at a figure high enough to provide 
for basic needs. Then the gram could be taxed away 
from high income families by setting a basic tax rate 
for all and eliminating all exemptions and deductions. 

The net result would be a national. minimum stan- 
dard for all in need, that is universal, without means 
tests and work requirements that segregate the poor 
from the rest gf the population. 

Another step on the road toward making the tax 
system work better would be adoption of an idea 


“heard with’ increasing frequency” in” Washington == 


substituting a tax credit for the current exemptions in 
the tax code. At present, a taxpayer can take a $750 
exemption for himself and for each dependent. That 


- applies to everyone, but it actually means more to up- 


per income people. 

For example, a $750 exemption for someone in the 
50 percent tax bracket means a tax savings of $325. 
But for someone in a lower income bracket, the real 
savings are less — if you are in the 20 percent tax 
bracket, the exemption is worth only $150. 

There's no justification for that kind of favoritism for 
upper income faamilies. If, instead of an exemption, 
there was a tax credit of $150, then everyone would 
get the same treatment and derive the same benefit. 

The tax credit is an idea whose time has come. 
More and more Americans at all income levels are 
frustrated by the way the tax system works. to favor- 
high income families at the expense of the rest. The 

income credit.

I've been talking with a lot of 
young people due to graduate from 
college this June, and believe me, 
it's been an experience. 

Some have a good idea of where 
they are going, what they want to do, 
and how to do it. But others haven't 
the foggiest notion of what's going 
on in the real world. 

An attractive co-ed with an ex- 
cellent academic record and plans 
for a career in finance told me of her 
talks with corporate recruiters. She's 
already received several job offers, 
but she wants to know if she accepts 
one, will she have to start work in 
June, or can she have the summer off 


In For A Surprise 
Well she's in for a rude surprise. 
Out here in the competitive jungle, 


there. aren't _many.jobs that give you 
the whole summer off. You can't 


_ work the way classes can be cut if 


you don’t feel like going, or if the 
weather is good. And you can’t loaf 
all year and then cram for finals - 
chances are you'd be fired well 
before your planned burst of 
brilliance. 

But many June graduates will have 
the summer off. They'll be unem- 
ployed. Unless they move now to line 
up job interviews and look for a job, 
they may even have the fall and part 
of the winter off, too. 

Spring is more than just the time 
“a young man's fancy lightly turns to 
thoughts of love.” It's the season 
when employers plan to scoop up the 
year’s crop of College graduates. 
Come June, most of the crop will be 
harvested and that’s why spring has 
to be the season for young. men and 
women to. start thinking seriously 
about what they want to do and how 
to find a job. 


‘ Don't Be Fooled 

Don't be fooled by reports of more 
hiring and a better outlook for job- 
hunters. That condaition is relative. 
Sure, it's better than it was last year, 
but in comparison to conditions 
several years ago, it’s still an em- 
ployer’s market, with more people 
looking for work than there are jobs. 

So June graduates ought to skip 
those. outings on balmy spring days 
and do some serious job-hunting.

The first step is to prepare a resume - 
that’s a subject for a book in itself, 
and we'll be devoting some future 
columns to resumes. For now, it's 
enough to know that a resume 
should be a concise outline of your 
accomplishments, work history and 
personal data. 


Remember, most prospective em- 
ployers will see your resume before 
they see you. It’s your stand-in, your 
introduction card. So put a little 
sweat into it. Write it, pass it around, 
get suggestions from older people 
with experience. Then rewrite it 
again and again, until it's perfect. It 
won't be, but don't worry, nothing is 
in this life. Just make sure it does its 


_intended.job.of awakening interest in _ 


employers. 

The same sweat principle should 
go into the covering letter. Don't 
make it pompous. Don't be too-self- 
effacing, either. Both the letter and 
the resume should let an employer 
know you are interested in working 
for him, have the background that 
makes you a good candidate for a 
job, have desire and willingness to 
work and to learn (none of this “I 
want to start work after the summer 
ends” business) and that you want an 
interview. 

It’s always a good idea to follow up 
with a phone call to check on 
whether your resume was received 
and to ask for an appointment. 

Let's backtrack a bit. Who gets 
your letter and resume? Every com- 


“pany in the field you want to work in. 


Once you've decided what you want 
to do (again, a subject for a book in 
itself), make a list of every potential 
employer in the field. That’s your 
target list to zero in-on. 

But what if you don't know. what 
you want to do? Most people resolve 
that difficulty by going on to 
graduate school, but I'd suggest 
reversing the process. Why waste 
time and money on graduate courses 
if you're not sure you want a career 
in that field of study? 

Most people answer that taking 
graduate courses lets them know 
whether they want to make a career — 
in finance, marketing, or whatever. 
But winning is still the best way to 
test the water - plunge in by finding a 
job in the field under consideration. 
If you decide it’s not for you, climb 
out and try another. Then, when you 
know exactly what career you want, 
get the graduate degree you need.

POLL SHOWS PEOPLE IGNORE 
KNOWLEDGE OF HEALTH AND PLACE 
TRUST IN MEDICAL MIRACLES: 

A new Louis Harris survey of 600 
Chicago families found them already “well 
informed about what they should eat and 
what they should avoid to, reduce their 
chances of getting heart disease, stroke, 
and other diseases," as well as on the 


need to quit smoking, to relax, and to. 
“exercisé more. Yet péepie preter To ignore 


their own knowledge and trust to medical 
miracles, the pollsters concluded. 


Umocagd Sawreunrconrar 
Center commissioned the poll, according 
to Medical World News, to find out how 
best to expand its outpatient preventive 
care department. Expecting to learn that 
patients would become healthier if they 
knew more about causes of disease and 
how to find a good doctor, the hospital in. 
stead found Chicagoans generally know. 
ledgeable about health and nutrition. Their 
opinions about od diet indicate that 
fully 81 percent | well educated about 
nutrition, yet 62. percent.felt. most. Ameri- 
cans “eat too much of some kinds of fodd 
and not enough of others.” 

Some 40 percent felt they would be 
healthier if they ate more whole-grain 
bread, fish, and fruit, and less white bread, 
coffee, butter, salt, sugar and soft drinks. 

also knew the benefit of regular 
exercise, yet only 38 percent of those poll- 
ed had a regular program. Despite the 
established hazards of smoking, 42 per- 
cent still had the habit. 

Even more important, says Dr. LeRoy P. 
Levitt; the hospital's vice president for 
medical affairs, “the study indicates the 
kind of magic-making people attribute to 
physicians."’ Most know at least some of 
the warning signs for heart attack or can- 
cer, but they grossly underestimate the 
lethality of these diseases. 

For example, fully a third of people 
questioned thought 60 percent of lung 
cancer patients survive; though only 10 
percent do. “The public thinks we can fix 


- anything now," says Or. Levitt: 


‘urthermore, many of. them think-their 
t lifestyles can't hurt them — about a 
third of those polled feel they will never 
develop cardiovascular disease, diabetes, 
or cancer. “This should teach us to be 
very realistic to-patients of-all ages,”’ con. 
tinues Dr. Levitt, psychi 
Rush Medical College. “Uniess we doctors 
pound away at patients, instead of mollify- 
ing them, they may end up in tragedy. 
Someone has to have the courage to say, 
‘You know, this could kill you.’ "

Rosemond Spearheads City Arts Funding 


City Councilman DOr, 
John Rosemond 
spearheaded a successful 
effort at Monday night's 
council meeting to ear- 
mark city funds from the 
hotel-motel tax for cultural 
enrichment activities. 

Council unanimously 
passed the legislation 
which. would set aside 
$125,000 in 1978 and 
$150,000 in 1980 from 
funds generated through 
the hotel-motel tax. 

The Jone dissenting 
voice came from Finance 
Director Michael Gable 
who said that his op- 
position is “mainly direc- 
ted. at the. process of 
specifically earmarking 
funds in the budget, rather 
than through normal 
budgetary process.”
